Historical Society's Visit 
To El Dorado County Sunday 
Proves Outstanding Success 


Approximately 385 members of the 
California-Nevada Railroad Historical 
Society spent Sunday in El Dorado 
County, coming from Oakland and in- 
termediate points in a ten-car special 
train. 

The visitors arrived in Placerville at 
one o'clock and continued an hour 
later, following luncheon, to Camino, 
where they boarded an especially pre- 
pared logging train of the Michigan- 
California Lumber Company for a visit 
to the company’s cable crossing of the 
American River Canyon. 

Returning to Placerville in the late 
afternoon, they departed for Oakland 
again by special] train about seven O’- 
clock. 

Their visit to the county saw the El 
Dorado County Chamber of Commerce 
as a hospitality committee and under 
the leadership of officers of the organ- 
ization, approximately sixty private 
cars were provided to transport the ex- 
cursionists from Placerville to Camino 
and return. At Camino, the visitors re- 
seived souvenir booklets of the trip, 
distributed by the Michigan-California 
Lumber Company and the Camino, 
Placerville and Lake Tahoe Railroad, 
telling the history of the lumber rail- 
road and of the lumber company and 
bearing a picture of the company’s Lo- 
comotive No. 2, built in 1884, and said 
to be the oldest Shay-type locomotive 
still in use. 

It was this piece of equipment which 
the society’s members were especially 
interested in seeing. 

Upon their departure, the excursion- 
ists were presented with ten lugs of El 
Dorado County peaches, by the cham- 
ber of commerce.
